The leader has 
been in the employ of the^'^bonk for 
tweuly-one years. Ho is chained to 
the box after it has been looked, and 
one of the escort acts oa his helper. The 
third man is the watch dog of tbe 
party. 

On account of the election, Tuesday 
being a holiilay, there was u double 
mail to be nlteiidcd to at the bank yes- 
t«rday. It ia tlie rule of the Cloaring- 
liouBC that all excliangos must be in at 
10 o'clock eveiy inoiniiig. A tine of SIJ 
ia imposed for failure to comply with 
Ihia. ll lacked hula few ininulea to 10 
o'clock when tlie Iniporlera and Traders' 
exchanges were ready to go to tbe 
CIcaring-houao. There was so much 
pa|)er that it more than lilled tha strong 
liox, and beaides ^'2,000,000 in that, 
there was §750,000 more which was put 
into a common gripsack. This over- 
flow wi-8 made up of the exchanges of 
three banks, 

In order to get the paper in on time, 
a public cab was hired.

NORTHWEST PASSAGE. 

Onptaln Stockton Thinks U Could Hare 
Been llaile liist Summer. 

Juneau, Alaska, Oct. 29.— The man- 
of-war Thetis arrived at Sitka October 
1'2, from Heliring'a Sea. Two men wero 
eft at Roinl Barrow, where a relief sta- 
tion was uitablished, after which the 
Tlielia atcumed north and east towards 
the mouth of McKenzie river, and on 
August 25 reached the highest point 
ever reached by any resscl. The scar- 
city of ice was marked, and Captain 
Stockton of the Thetis believes he could 
lave iiiaiie the northwest passage, He 
will make an efl'ort to uttompt the pas- 
sage next year if consent of the govern- 
ment can be had. 



A WELL-KNOWN SKIPPER DEAD 

His Ship Comes Into Port as llli Body li 
Born; to the Tomb. 

San Francisco, Nov. 10.- Captain 
Connor, who died last Friday, wa« 
buried from his late residence to-day. A 
large number of friends followed his re- 
mains to the cemetery. Captain Con- 
nor was favorably known on this coast 
and was ranked among the best skip- 
pers sailing out of this port. He was 
lately in command of the ship Dashing 
Wave, running between here and Se- 
attle. He had been ailing for sonio 
time, and was obliged to lay off on the 
last trip of the Wave. Strangely enough 
his ship came into port about the time 
the funeral procession was ready to 
start. 

A SHIP OF ICE. 

Captain Baker, of the whaling bark 
Reindeer, just arrived in San Francisco, 
states that the whaling bark Young 
Pha>nix, which was lost in the Arctic 
over a year ago, was seen last May, 
The Young Phoenix left San Franoisco 
Dectmber, 1887. She cniiaed in 
southern waters for several months, and 
in the early spring of the following year 
sailed for the Arctic. Capt. M. V. B. 
Millard was in charge of her, and he, ia 
company with the bleetwing, Mary and 
Susan and the .Jane Gray, wero caught 
ill the ice nine iiiilea north of Point Bur- 
row on the 5th of August, 1888. Ho 
and his crew stayed with the vessel for 
three days, when finding that they 
could do nothing to save the vessel, 
they abandoned ner and made their way 
out of the ice to Point Barrow. Tho 
Jane Gray was afterward picked up by 
the Bear djtd brought to this city, whilo 
the other vessels were reported lost. 

A man named Leuvitt lias charge of 
the Pacific Steam Whaling Company's 
station ut Cape Smith, whicli is nine 
miles to the southward of Point Barrow. 
He spent laat winter in the ice. One 
morning lust May he wus ustonishcd to 
see a ship standing out about a mile 
from shore, hemmed in by ice. He 
thought be saw a apeclrc; but there 
was tho Young Phmnix, just iis she 
had been left when ubundoned. 
Her tleck wua above tbe ice ; 
from her houses and rigging depended 
i('icle8 ; two sails flapped idly in the 
breeze, while the rest were furled and 
frozen in the yards. .She looked like n. 
' ;) of ice. I.c;ivitt went out to the 
sel Hihl found .several articles, which 
lofiU ashore. The Yoang Phoenix 
remained in sight for several days and 
then drifted away, and has not siuce 
been -seen.

Secretary \^'olfendell said that in two 
mouths it would he time to discuss this 
question, when the cstimiitea were alioul 
to bo framed and a committee of the 
board presented their wants to the Tylin-, 
Istor of Education. 

The discussion was allowed to dtop^ 
and the board adjourned.

TMI! iJHTERESTS OF COM- 
'^MERGE HACRIFIGED. 



The exclusion of merchant ships from 
Ckinatance Cove ia a serious matter for 
Victoria. Mnrchauta and those best 
acquainted with tho ooniinercial needs 
of the Island, present and proapectivu, 
are indignant at the way in which the 
commercial community has' been' ti:eated 
in this matter. Thoy_ fool that tlio in- 
terests of tho province and of the city 
of ■Victoria Imve not received the con- 
sideration tliat thuy deaervo at tho 
hands of the Government in Oltawii. 
They look upon it us very singular in- 
deed that the Government should have 
taken action in a- matter chat concerned 
the .mercantile community so closely 
'without 'giving those interested sunie 
intim'ation of what they intended to do. 

Our special telegram from Ottawa, 
'which was tho first hint which the citi- 
zens of Victoria received that they were 
to be deprived of tkeaaff.ol^ the harbor 
of Esquimau— for that la what excluaiou 
fn>n\ (^pnstahoe Cove amounts to — ^gave 
at a justification of the act that the 
plan adopted is the one in voguo in 
English harbors. Tho precedent docH 
not hold. Tho Government of Great 
Britain docs not take from, the public 
for the use of ships of war the 
only part of any harlKir that had 
been used for ' commercial purposes. 
The Government of Great Britain docs 
not sacrifice the interests of cuinnicrcc to 
the convenience of o£Bcors of the navy. 
What would the citizens of Halifax, 
K. S., say if au order was issued com- 
palUng them to abandon the part of the 
harbor 'whtoh is most convenient for 
merchant ships and the one always used 
by such ships. The Government would 
not dream of issuing such an order. 
The only diB'erenoe between the two 
porta is that one belongs to an old 
colony and the other to a comparatively 
yoiitig province. But if Victoria is ever 
to be of any , . importance as a seaport 
town . Constance Cove is as necessary to 
ita development as is any part of their 
respective shore fronts to Halifax or 
Quebec or St John. 

If tho Government had done what 
prudence and justice to Victoria re- 
quire, and inatituted an enquiry as to 
the reasonableness of tho request to set 
apart Constance Cove for the exclusive 
use of the ship.9 of war it would immedi- 
ately appear that it was not in the in- 
terests of Viotoria.or, any. other part of 
British Columbia that such a request 
should be granted. If tlic Mini.ster of 
Marine and Fihlieries had taken th 
trouble to pay Hritish Cohiiiibia 
a visit — and it ia by no means tlio least 
important of tho maritime provinces of 
the ''Dominion— he would, in a very 
abort' time, have been convinced that 
the oommerce of Victoria imperatively 
requires that merchant ships liave free 
access to Constance Cove, tin! only pari 
of Esquinidlt Imrljor hitherto nsed for 
purposes of coiiiinerce. If he had even 
been cousidorate enough to consult the 
repreaentativo of tho city and district, 
the local authorities, or the leading 
merchants of Victoria, he would Imvc 
received tho iliformatiou necessary to 
enable him to arrive at a fair and 
reasonable conclusion in thn matter. 
But to advise the Government to pass 
an order which will have the effect of 
forcing inoruhant ships to abandon 
Esquimalt harbor and to find shelter, 
it may he, in the porta of the 
uoighboring Republic, was a course 
which no one in this province believed 
the Minister of Marine would take. 
Both of tho rcpresentativos of Victoria 
are merchants. The principal merchants 
of the city have been for years stauucli 
supporters of thu Government. .Surely 
the Government might at tho very least 
have let those gentleman know what it 
had . been asked to do, and consulted 
with them whether tho request could in 
justice, to them and to thu city bo 
granted, or whether some arrangement 
couid not be niadu which would |)revent 
the niorohant shipping interfering with 
the ships of war. Tliat no one in lirit- 
ifh Columbia was informed of what the 
Oovemnient proposed to do in tho mat- 
ter appears to us almost incredible, yet 
from all that we can learn such was tho 
use, 

■Wo are glad to find that the Hoard 
of Trade took prompt action in the mat- 
ter as soon as it wus informed by the 
Pi-ovincial Secretary of what had boon 
done.' Wo are informed that a meeting 
was immodlately hold, and a vigorous 
rfinoKBtrance was drawn up and placed 
in tlio hands of tho Proi;iuolal, Premier 
to )>« forwardo<i to Ottawu, Wo sin- 
cerely tru^t that the QoYernmoul will 



Fim CULTURE. 

The cfiicacy of fish culture ia seriously 
questioned in 'Nova Scotia. Mr. W. H. 
EU>gcrs, an ox-lishery oflicial, declares 
that tho results uro in the Maritime 
Provinces, at any rate, not worth the 
exi>enso of keeping up the establish- 
ments, lie says that since 1882 
7, 174, 000 aalnion have been put into tho 
rivers of Ciipo Breton without any re- 
sult that can bo appreciated by the liah- 
ermen. Salmon are not more plentiful in 
tliu streams and estuaries of that island 
tiian they were seven years ago. Mr. 
Rogers calculates that every well-grown 
salmon produced by the hatcheriea of 
N'ova .Scotia has cost the country some 
H hero about sixteen (h)llara, or at tho 
rate of ^l.-Si per iKnind. His estimate 
of the cost of producing salmon urti 
ficially has greatly Increased of laic 
;In his report of 1887 ho allirmcd 
that every salmon produced by urti- 
llcial hatching cost the country eight 
dollars. Why ho has doubled the ex- 
pense in two years wo have not seoii. 
Why fish culture should fail in Nova 
Scotia when it hua succeeded in so 
many other places ia diHicult to per- 
ceive. In tho great lakes it hua been 
productive of good results. On this 
coast we liavo not heard its ollicacy 
questioned. It ia of courso dilfioult to 
a.iy with any degree of precision what 
are the results of fish culture in any 
locality. When tho young fish are 
[)!aced in the water to shift for them- 
selves llioy are lost sight of. 
It ia imposailjlo to know wlieni 
they go to or what becomes of thorn. 
They are not like ciiiokons or lambs 
that rctnaiu under tho raiser's eye dur- 
ing every stage of thoir growth. If the 
supply of fish is kept up or if it in- 
creases, it is reasonable to concliulo that 
artificial propagation has l)ccu fairly 
successful. It seems unreasonable to 
conclude that all or nearly all the fish 
that are artiOoinlly hatched in a country 
favorable to their growth and placed 
« here tho conditions aro favorable, 
should l)u prematurely deatroycil. It ia 
ipiice probal)le that as large a ()ercent 
age of the tish hatched in the govern 
meut establishments reach maturity as 
of those that are hatched in the streams 
in tho natural way. At any rate, wi 
ii'.e glad to see that the sal 
nion supply in British Columbia 
waters siiows no nigns of exhaustion. 



THE CRONIN CASE. 



If there wus delay in getting the 
( ronin cast under way there is, now 
that the jury has been chosen, no want 
ot zeal on the part of the prosecution. 
Judge Longuaoker, the attorney for the 
state, appears to bo doing everythuig 
t!iat a connnunity desirous of protecting 
life. and bringing the guilty to justice 
hUs a right to require. The accuse 
men are having a fair trial, but as far as 
cm bo seen, no undue favor is being 
bliowii then>. by the officers of the state. 
Every 'witness who can throw any light 
Oil the murder ot Dr. Crouin is sought 
after diligently, and the men and women 
who have been placed in the witness 
box have been carefully find closely ex 
iuniiicd by the dtatc prosecutor and his 
a.ssociate counsel. 

The finding of the clothes, instru 
nients and proscription book of tho mur 
dered man not far from where his body 
was discovered removes all doubt, if any 
<bubt existed, that ho met with a vio 
li;nt death at the hands of men who 
t Kjk, what they considered, effei 
tive measures to conceal all traces of 
the dreadful doed they had committed, 
Tho clothes and case of instrumenta 
were found in a sewer in two valises, 
All the clothes, except the waistcoat, 
were torn into rilibons in order to pro 
vont their being identified. Yesterday' 
telegram informed us that the clothes 
were identified by Mrs. Conklin, the 
woman with whom Dr. Cronin lodged, 
T he progress of the trial so far lead; 
lis to tho conclusion that if legal skill 
and detective uigcnuity and persever 
aiice can discover how Dr. Cronin was 
murdered and who it was that commit 
tjd the foul deed, every circumstance 
connected with it will be made clear as 
d lylight before the trial, which is now 
going on in Chicago, is concluded 
The right men have evidently taken 
ll )ld of the iiiittcr and they are bound 
n ) matter what may be the consequences 
or who may be implicated, to find out 
all that can bo found out relative to this 
fearful transaction.

BRITISH BY-ELECTIONS. 

People sometiiiies wonder why there 
are so many l)y-olectioii3 for the British 
House of Coiiinions. Hut those who 
rellect a little will see that it ia not 
surprising that, a pertain number of 
soata shouid bo made viicant every year 
in so large an assembly. In the first 
place the House of Commons consists of 
070 members. Many of these are old 
men when they are elected, and cannot 
be expected to live long. The life of a 
member of the House is a wearing ouo. 
Tho constant 'excitement, the long 
hours, and, in aomo cases, the hard 
«'(irk put a greater strain on 
llu! conatitutioiia of many members 
than tliey aro able to hear. It ia safe 
therefore to calculate that a certain per 
ceutage'of old: men and delicate mun 
will die every year. Their deaths aro 
tho cause of many of thu by-aloctions. 
Since 1886 thirty seats have been made 
acant by the death of their occupants. 
Itut there are other causes of by-clcc- 
iona. Many of the seats in the House 
of Connnons are filled by tho eldest 
sons of peers. No fewer than thirty 
seven lieirs to pcurnges hold seats in the 
present House of Commons. When tho 
father of one of these niombcrs dies 

is a vacancy in the Mou 
of Commons, for the son takes 
dead "^iatherJs, place in the 
Upper Chamier. 'Then members re 
sign because thoir health fails. Others 
get into finttiioiiil dilficulties and find it 
impossible to hold their scats. L'nfi 
luuutely u iiiombcr of flic Ifousc 
Coimnona now anil again docs son 
thing disgraceful and resigns to avoid 
greater publicity or conaoquencua still 
moro unpleasant. Changos in the min- 
istry, too, mako elections necessary. If 
a member is elevated to the Cabinet he 
must go to liis constituents for re-elec- 
tion. So it ia not so diflicult when all 
things aro considored, to; ;iioeouni«.;for 
tlie eighty hy-eleobions that have laken 
place since the general elections in 1880. 

The significauceof these by-elections is 
a matter upon -vvhich politicians dill'er. 
When the greater number go one way 
the gainers declare it is an unmistakable 
sign that public oi)inion inclines to the 
aide to which they belong. The poli- 
ticians of the losing side are certain, to 
make light of the by-elections, and are 
r('ady to attribute tho results to local 
causes or personal partialities that would 
liavo little or no inlluence in a general 
election. The ( iladstoiiians have in the 
eighty by-elcctioua made a clear gain of 
twelve seats, Tlioy. Inxist of this very 
loudly, bnt the ■ Government orators 
warn them not' to bAlloo before they are 
out of the wood.

K .Mel/-., who was born in ^'ald■;ee- 
land, tells the Btory of the queer little 
animals who work for him In the iiiine.s 
Ho is a tjiiicnl New Englamier from V'er 
mont, and served in the Union army 
during the robcllion aMd M ttlcd in tlic 
south al ter the war.

•'How did you firsf eouio to employ 
themV" 

"When I went to digging gold I had 
two monkeys llial wci-.- e.xeeedingly in- 
teresting pets. Th, y wi re constantly 
following me nbonl t he mines, and one 
iBiy 1 noticed that ti:e\ w i re bii,-ily en- 
gaged in gatlieringii]>littlel)itKof (piartz 
and arranging them in piles. They 
seemed to enjoy the labor very mucli 
and would go to tlie mines every morn- 
ing and work there during the day. It 
did not take me lon^ lo catch on to their 
value as laboi-i.Ts. for at that: time oiii 
workingnien, who .-ire mostly colored, 
were unskilled and oitcnliiiiL-s almost 
useless. My tuo |u-ts bad not worked 
very long belnri- I .in i,|e,l to procure 
more.
